HARRISBURG (UPI) — 
The administration of Gov. 
David L. Lawrence today 
was reported prepared to 
ask the 1961 legislature for 
a two-rent a gallon boost in 
the state’s five-rent gasoline 
tax to help cover road c o i i - 
strurtion needs.

a year to the state’s Motor Fund, 
about $20 million

tin figures should be spent an­ 
nually on new projects alone. 
Martin said recently thai Penn­ 
sylvania is confronted with “a 
critical highway situation” that 
the primary roads are inadequate 
and the secondary roads are ob­ 
solete. and in many cases haz­ 
ardous.

He denied, 
however, the contention by Carlin 
that he had later sold the car for 
$1,140. All he got for the vehicle, 
he said, was “between $675 and 
$7C0.”

Carlin'-, line of questioning as 
hi* brought out that Stewart had 
bought and sold half a dozen used 
cars during the past few years 
was directed, he said, toward 
testing Stewart’s credibility. 
The former chiel has testified 
consistently since he took the wit­ 
ness stand two hearings ago that 
all witnesses who have appeared 
against him were either mistaken 
or lying. Carlin’s avowed reason­ 
ing was that if Stewart had recom­ 
mended the sale of a police car 
and then bought it and sold it at a 
profit his credibility possibly was 
open to question. 
Carlin's questioning of the used 


car transactions came over the 
continuing objections (rf Stewart's 
attorney. John Justus Bodley. The1 commendations 
Civil Service Board repeatedly 
over-ruled Bodley. however, on the 
ground that Stewart’* credibility 
was a question in the case.
